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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed added limitations of "vertical alignment mode" of operation are considered insufficient to 
overcome Hirata in view of Colgan. Applicant might have some support in the specification for specific structural differences that result 
in a mode of operation that might not be considered obvious in view of Hirata and Colgan, however, as broadly claimed (and perhaps 
eyen as it would be claimed given the proposed amendment) the modification of Hirata with the vertical orientation and operating mode 
of Colgan is considered to result in a devic that reads on the claimed invention. 
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
